Mr.  IRVING  begs  to  call  attention  to  the  fallowing  improvements 
which  have  been  made  in  the  Theatre  :  — 

STALLS. — The  Stall  space  has  been  widened  so  as  to  allow  of  greater 
room  between  the  rows  of  seats.  Three  new  doors  of  exit 
have  been  added. 

DRESS  CIRCLE.- — The  rake  of  the  seats  has  been  raised,  and  the  space 
between  the  seats  enlarged. 

UPPER  CIRCLE  — The  rake  of  the  seats  has  been  raised,  and  the  space 
between  the  seats  enlarged.  New  means  of  ventilation  have 
been  added. 

AMPHITHEATRE.  —  The  Amphitheatre  has  been  enlarged  and 
improved. 

PIT. — The  Pit  remains  ss  heretofore,  with  the  exception  that  the  spaces 
between  the  rows  of  seats  have  been  enlarged.  New 
ventilation  has  been  added,  and  a  new  Refreshment  Room  on 
the  level  of  the  floor  provided. 

GALLERY. — The  Gallery  remains  as  heretofore.  The  sighting  power 
has  been  improved,  and  a  new  and  more  commodious  Re'resh- 
ment  Room  added. 

Two  new  handrails  have  been  added  in  the  Grand  Staircase,  and  the 
staircases  leading  to  the  Stalls  have  been  widened  and  improved. 

The  Theatre  has  been  entirely  re-decorated  by  Messrs.  Campbell,  Smith 
and  Campbell,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  C.  J.  Phipps,  F.S.A. 

The  alterations  effected  have  improved  the  sighting  power  of  the  audience 
in  every  part  of  the  Theatre.
